The Wicked Wasp 
of Twickenham 

Elliot Tucker explores Alexander Pope’s underground lair.... 

T wickenham may look much 
like any other town around 
the country, however at one 
point, there was an enchanting and 
opulent underground grotto 
beneath its streets. It was part of 
the home of Alexander Pope, an 
English satirist and poet famous 
for works such as The Rape of the 
Lock and his translations of 
The Iliad and The Odyssey. 

In 1711, age 23, Pope had his 
first major poem - An Essay on 
Criticism - published to great 
acclaim. He became a key player in 
the English literary scene and 
joined a dynamic set of 
contemporaries such as John Gay 
and Jonathan Swift, forming The 
Scriblerus Club'. In 1712 his second 
major work. The Rape of the Lock - 
a mock-epic of high society - was 
published. In 1713 he announced a 
six year serialised translation of 
Homer's epic The Illiad. Upon its 
completion, Samuel Johnson 
described it as 'a performance 
which no age or nation could hope 
to equal'. His work on the 
translation began whilst living at 
his parent's home on Mawson Row 
in Chiswick, which is now The 
Mawson Arms. 

With the money he received 
from The Illiad he leased three 
cottages alongside the Thames at 
Twickenham, at what is now 
known as Cross Deep. Here he set 
about building a Palladian style 
villa and acquired five acres of 
nearby land to give a garden to 
complement his new riverside 
home. However, Cross Deep ran 
between the house and garden 
plot, so he gained permission to 
build a tunnel linking the two. This 
is the subterranean 'grotto' for 
which the area became famous. 

It was a magical and almost 
supernatural collection of tunnels 
and chambers decorated with 
precious stones, gems and mirrors, 
and a camera obscura displaying 
images of the surrounding area. 

During construction. Pope also 
discovered a natural spring that 



filled the grotto with the sound trickling 
water. The place was also decorated 
with shards of coloured glass that, when 
a lamp was hung, created the effect, said 
Pope, 'of a thousand pointed Rays 
glitter...reflected over the place.' So 
dreamlike and otherworldly was his 
grotto that, upon its completion, he said 
'were it to have nymphs as well - it 
would be complete in everything.' 

Pope lived in Twickenham, with his 
beloved grotto, until his death in 1744, 
during which time he wrote many 
acerbic commentaries on fellow writers 
of the time, garnering him the nickname 
'The Wicked Wasp of Twickenham.' 
Sadly the house was demolished in 1809

but much of the grotto remains in tact 
due to its subterranean construction 
and today sits under Radnor House 
School. Although it is not freely open 
to the public, visits can be made by 
special arrangement with the school 
or during the Twickenham festival 
week in June.

Visitors will be transported 
into a tropical rainforest, full of 
horticultural displays of exotic 
colour, sound and smell. 

Orchids are some of the 
most valuable plants in the 
world, and the array at Kew 
will include a cascade of Vanda 
orchids, drapes of tropical 
flowers, and a plant-hunter's camp in 
the pond area, dotted with cases and 
floating canoes bulging with plants 
destined for distant lands. 

Richard Barley, Director of 
Horticulture at Kew, says: 'This year's 
exhibition is inspired by plant hunters 
past and present. Kew has a rich history 
in this area and we wanted to show the 
differences between then and now: 
Kew's present-day botanists are focused 
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on finding and monitoring species 
around the world from a conservation 
rather than collection perspective now.' 
We asked one of Kew's expert 
gardeners, Phil Seaton, for his top tips 
on how you can grow the gorgeous 
blooms at home: 

WHAT VARIETIES ARE BEST 
TO GROW YOURSELF? 

Phalaenopsis are without doubt the best 


beginner's orchid. They are 
easy to grow on the windowsill 
and are much more tolerant of 
low temperatures than most 
writers suggest. We grow them 
beautifully on the kitchen 
windowsill. Although we do 
have central heating now, this 
was not always the case and 
they grew just as happily in the 
days when mornings were 
much more chilly at home. In 
fact, one of the questions that 
I am frequently asked is how to 
get them to flower, but much 
more apt is how do you stop 
them! I think it is the cool 
autumn temperatures that 
stimulate flowering, however 
we have blooms all year round. 

HOW CAN YOU ENSURE 
SUCCESSFUL ORCHID 
PLANTS AT HOME? 

An easy one to answer: don't over¬ 
water, especially in the winter. Dunk 
them in water at room temperature, 
preferably rainwater once a week (or 
more if it is hot) in summer. Less in the 
winter. Spray the roots daily in 






summer, but don't let water remain in 
the crown of the plant, as this can lead 
to rotting, especially in the winter. 

HOW LONG DO THEY LAST? 

Phalaenopsis can remain in flower for 
months (you may be tempted to dust 
them!). I have had a plant in flower for 
more than 12 months. 

WHERE SHOULD YOU BUY 
ORCHIDS FROM? 

The answer is obvious: Kew! If you are 
going to buy them from a supermarket 
(or Kew for that matter) choose a plant 
with some buds that haven't opened. 
Reject plants that have buds that are 
obviously dry. They are best bought as 
soon as they arrive at the supermarket/ 
florist as they hate a dry atmosphere 
(this is why kitchens and bathrooms are 
such good places to keep your orchids). 

Once you have cut your teeth on 
Phalaenopsis, you can then start to 
grow other orchids, such as cambrias 
or slipper orchids.

Restaurants, surely, are no place for child’s play? Not so, as 
London’s finest establishments strike the right balance 


A few weeks back, I took 

lunch at the Langley branch 
of Harvester. Why, I hear 
you cry? Is London so 
bereft of edible excitement 
that I have to motor 20 minutes down 
the M4 to get my culinary thrills from a 
nationwide chain of half-baked grills? Of 
course not. I was reviewing the place for 
The Mail on Sunday, and the food was 
predictably depressing. Even my two 
children, open-minded, junk-loving 
veterans of every level of eating, were 
unanimous in their disdain. 

But forget about the flabby chicken 
wings, with their limp skin and utter lack 
of taste, and the place was fantastic. 
Seriously, the service was warm, smiling 
and charming, and the children were 
allowed to scribble and snivel and spill 
to their hearts' content. If it weren't for 
the filthy tucker. Harvester would be a 
fine family restaurant. Then again, what 
exactly is a proper family restaurant? 

Anywhere that sells themselves as a 
place Tor all the family' should be 
avoided like the Harvester burger. Why? 
Because most decent restaurants don't 
panic at the sight of a brace of under 
sixes. Nor do they feel a need to 
construct a separate menu, cooked by 
the plongeur in the few seconds between 
a fag break and the next crashing load 
of crockery. In Europe, children in 
restaurants is no big deal, as there's a 
food culture that treats all with equal 
adoration. And I have no problem with 
places that say no thanks to the kids. 
Sometimes, you want to eat in hushed 
peace and restaurants that deal in the 
more 'haute' end of gastronomy often 
resent endless requests for chicken 
nuggets and chips. 

My two, though, have been dragged 
all around the capital in search of lunch. 
There have been failures - great tear and 
snot soaked disasters - where we've had 
to leg it minutes after the first course in 
order to avoid a lynching from both 
punters and staff. But on the whole, 
most decent places are, well, decent 
towards the children. From Bays water 
Chinese dim sum joints to Marylebone 
Japanese, children are broadly 
welcomed. Well, unless they set up a

Marvel Avengers camp by the entrance 
to the kitchen. 

Our favourite place is Le Cafe Anglais 
(lecafeanglais.co.uk), a place they pretty 
much grew up in. Wonderful staff, huge 
room, lots of crayons, proper children's 
food. And a magician on Sunday. 

There's nowhere better, for children and 
adults alike. And despite Locanda 
Locatelli having a Michelin star, the 
restaurant, from Giorgio downwards, 
positively embrace the young 'uns. 

That's the Italian way. The same can be 
said for all those wonderfully old 
fashioned Chelsea places, from La 
Famiglia to Zianni. 

Pubs that serve decent grub are 
another reliable option. We spend most 
Saturdays eating in either The Princess 
Victoria (princessvictoria.co.uk) on 
Uxbridge Road, and The Anglesea Arms 
(theangleseaarms.com), just by 
Ravenscourt Park. Perfect pasta, and 
lovely front of house too. For a birthday 
treat, you can't ever do better than The 
Wolseley (thewolseley.com), where high 
tea becomes high art and the kids are 
treated like A-listers. As they are at The 
Delaunay (thedelaunay.com) and Colbert 
(colbertchelsea.com). And lunch at 
Balthazar is as much a joy with children 
as it is without. These are serious places, 
run by brilliant restaurateurs who 
welcome children with open arms. 

Byron (byronhamburgers.com) is ever 
reliable, and Pizza Express (pizzaexpress. 
co.uk) keeps them happy too, along with 
Pizza East (pizzaeastportobello.com). 

In fact, there are relatively few decent 
restaurants that don't welcome children, 
as long as the parents know how to 
behave. Just as much as we, the parent, 
expect good service, so too should our 
children learn to respect the restaurant. 
They are not prissy temples, where even 
a sneeze is seen as sacrosanct, but 
neither are they no-holds-barred 
playgrounds. Once this balance has been 
established then lunch out with the kids, 
so often a chore, becomes a joy. Well, 
most of the time.

Linnea 


K ew Green is undergoing 

something of a renaissance with 
the recent refurbishments of its 
three surrounding pubs. Linnea is the 
last to join the set, but this is no 
ordinary restaurant. Swedish born chef 
Jonas Karlsson has 20 years of 
experience behind the stove at top 
drawer London eateries, most notably 
Harvey Nichols Fifth Floor restaurant 
and Coq d'Argent. This, his first solo 
venture, mixes his Swedish heritage with 
modern European cuisine. Pared down 
Scandi-style decor is mixed with formal 
yet friendly service. The food similarly 
seems simple on the menu, yet hides the 
complexities of the dishes - which use 
top level cooking skills learned through 
years of working with the best. 

We were delighted by our amuse 
bouche, a simple smoked salmon mousse 
with dill and pickled cucumber which 
was fresh and delightfully light. 

A starter of roasted scallops with 
Jerusalem artichokes and chicken skin 
saw scallops cooked to perfection, and 
a superb balance of flavours. The gravad 
beef with its horseradish snow and 
green beans was also delicious, a light 
but tasty dressing lifting the dish to 
more than the sum of its parts. 

For mains we indulged in roasted sea 
bream with fennel, dill and hay-infused 


sauce, and braised pork belly with 
glazed onions and sweet and sour 
cabbage - a real nod to his Scandic 
influence, and both excellently executed. 

Pud was little short of divine - 
a warm chocolate and hazelnut brownie, 
with a salted caramel custard sauce. 

Jonas is clearly a technically excellent 
chef with a great talent for balancing 
flavours. It's early days, but no doubt 
locals will be delighted to have such a 
creative culinary spirit on their doorsteps.

B eing a perfectionist 

sometimes drives me mad/ 
admits multi-award winning 
chocolatier/patissier William 
Curley. Surreptiously, I can't 
help licking the plate after polishing off 
one of his superlative mini chocolate and 
walnut fondants which is, quite simply, 
perfect. No wonder he has been judged 
Best Chocolatier in the UK four times in 
a row by the exacting Academy of 
Chocolate Awards. What's more, he's 
recently become the first British member 
of the ultra-prestigious Relais Dessert 
Association. William recalls, with evident 
delight, when Alain Roux and legendary 
Parisian patissiere Pierre Herme 
assessed him and polished off one of 
every pastry in the Richmond shop! 

This year, W illi am is celebrating the 
tenth Birthday of his Richmond shop, 
still in Paved Court where he and his 
Japanese patissier wife Suzue first 
launched their vision of a patisserie/ 
chocolatier inspired by Parisian 
boutiques such as Jean-Paul Herve and 
Pierre Herme. T am planning some 
special treats for my lovely regular 
customers who've supported me from 
the start,' grins William wickedly, whilst 
refusing to be drawn on details. The 
actual birthday is technically not until 
October so I am still working on it,' he 
teases. 1 also think it is high time I gave 
Richmond a bit of extra love, a bit of 
sprucing up, maybe introduced a few 
new ideas... I love experimenting.' 

It's the neighbourhood feel of 
Richmond that first attracted him to the 
area - William and Suzue live close to 
the shop in Richmond with their 
gorgeous daughter Amy-Rose. 'Our local 
customers have grown with us and

broadened their taste palate horizons, 
which I think is brilliant/ explains 
William. 'At first, fruit flavours such as 
passion fruit were top sellers, now the 
taste is definitely for more exotic and 
distinctive flavours and aromas, many 
with a definite and authentic Japanese 
edge such as our apricot wasabi, yuzu, 
and black vinegar. 

'It's all the open space that I really 
like about the Richmond area, especially 
now Amy wants to whizz around on her 
scooter. We spend lots of time in 
Richmond Park which is so vast that 
where there's always a different route to 
explore, and I have a season pass to Kew 
Gardens too. It's lovely when customers 
are relaxing on Richmond Green in 
summer and just pop in for an ice¬ 
cream, and our peach and wasabi and 
white chocolate with miso are really 
popular among our adventurous 
regulars, besides vanilla and chocolate. 

It's chocolate, however, that really 
turns William on, and playing with 
nuances of flavour like Szechuan pepper 
and yuzu to really bring out the fruit 
aromas of his favoured Amedei 
chocolate. Family owned and run by 
Cecilia Tessari in Tuscany, they source 
their cacao from the very best, off-the- 
beaten-track regions of Venezuela and 
the Caribbean, and properly invest in 
the local communities and their ecology, 
even to the point of supplying football 
shirts to cocao farmers and their 
families. William remembers he was 
smitten when he first visited the Amedei 
atelier back in 2007. 'Not only do the 
chocolates have great complexity and 
deep fruit note, but Amedei really do 
care about the cacao communities they 
work with,' he reveals. 



With the William Curley production 
kitchen now basesd in Twickenham too, 
William is able to use local shops such 
as Sandys fishmongers and Laverstock 
Park's Butcher and Deli on King Street, 
Twickenham - 'an amazing little enclave 
of really excellent shops who take 
sourcing as seriously as we do.' Though 
they frequently go to Atari Foods in 
Norbiton too for exceptional fish for 
sushi and other hard-to-source Japanese 
ingredients. He's a fan of newcomer The 
Dysart Arms in Petersham - 'Kenneth 
Culhane, a Roux scholar is an ambitious 
creative and technically highly 
competent chef, it's a lovely intimate 
place with a decent wine list,' he 
comments. Another regular is The 
Victoria in East Sheen, with its large 
conservatory dining room (plenty of 


room for Amy-Rose and other children 
to chill out) run by chef Paul Merrett 
who's become a mate: 'He's a really 
talented and funny guy and it's 
a relaxing place to go.' 

As to the future, William is thrilled 
with his concession at Harrods besides 
his second shop in Belgravia with its 
own dessert bar (Pimlico Road, close to 
Sloane Square), and is considering a 
new retail outlet offering a similar set¬ 
up. He's now supplying bedrooms in a 
couple of hotels - only the best - 
including The Ritz. 

It's all a long way from William's 
childhood in Fife. 'Life was tough. My 
Dad was a docker. There wasn't much 
money around, but once I'd decided to 
go to catering school I felt I had a path 
in life.' Through sheer drive and 
determination, not to mention 
outstanding talent, William has found 
himself working for some of the highest 
rated chefs in the UK, all known for 
being ultra-demanding, including Pierre 
Koffmann, Raymond Blanc and Marco 
Pierre White, and was, at age 27, the 
youngest ever chef patissier at The 
Savoy. He's passionate about giving his 
team - key members are Sarah, head 
patissier, formerly at The Connaught, 
Alex from Thames Valley University and 
Melissa, who started as an apprentice - 
plenty of opportunities to develop. 
Meanwhile, Amy-Rose has already 
developed a taste for the finest 
chocolate: 'She went to a party recently 
and was given Smarties, and she simply 
didn't know what they were or what to 
make of them,' he reveals. Another 
perfectionist in the making, I surmise.

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CAPE TOWN 


O n the 5 December, the death of 
Nelson Mandela was announced. 
In the days that followed, 
crowds gathered in Cape Town for his 
memorial service, at the very site where 
Mandela gave his first address outside 
City Hall as a free man, following his 
release from prison in 1990. On my visit 
to Cape Town, three months before his 
death, the tributes to 'Madiba' could be 
seen at every turn. 

It's hard to imagine a former British 
leader's image being used for anything 
but graffiti on London's streets - but in 
Cape Town, the people's dedication to 
Mandela is palpable. And for 2014, all 
eyes are on the city, and not just because 
of Mandela's passing. This year marks 
the 20th anniversary of South Africa's 
first democratic elections, which marked

an end to apartheid law. 

The usual tourist spots still hold 
significance on any Cape Town trip. At 
the edge of the city. Table Mountain tips 
the sky, calling out for visitors to scale 
its surface, where you might just find a 
zebra grazing on the slopes. Then there 
is Robben Island, where visitors can 
explore the prison where Mandela spent 
18 years of his 27 year sentence in an 
eight-by-eight-foot cell. 

Just weeks after the Mandela 
memorial. Cape Town celebrated NYE 
with an incredible light show and 
launched its 2014 run as the new World 
Design Capital. The committee behind 
the WDC are exploring the world 
beyond art installations, and instead are 
looking at the very fabric of the city and 
its physical scars of apartheid. 

In Langa, the city's oldest township, 
projects like the 'Langa Quarter' are 
seeking to create a mini New Orleans, 
promoting the area's vibrant jazz scene, 
food and community art. And The 
Maboneng Township Arts Experience 
has created a sort of London's First 
Thursdays for Cape Town, a public arts 
exhibition that turns township homes 
into galleries and the outdoor spaces 
into performance districts. 

These initiatives offer much more 
than perfunctory township tourism - 


they seek to break down the physically 
entrenched apartheid of the city's 
divided infrastructure. This is not a 
tribute to Mandela, but a continuation of 
what he fought so hard for - freedom, 
equality, and change. If there was ever 
a time to visit Cape Town - 2014 is it.

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TOKYO 



T okyo is vast and sprawling, but 
if you're savvy about it, you can 
cover its furiously beating heart 
in a short stay. (It's a 12-hour flight, but 
fly business class with Japan Airlines 
and you should arrive fresh as a daisy.) 

The incredible transport network 
means it's easy and quick to get 
around, but the myriad lines can be 
daunting, so ask your hotel concierge 
for a map and advice. The best way 
to tackle this fascinating city - an 
unrivalled combination of the uber 
contemporary and the quaintly traditional 
- and to dissolve that language barrier, 
is to hire a guide. 

We headed off to discover some of 
Tokyo's highlights with Tyler Palma of 
InsideJapan Tours. He took us to Tsukiji 
fish market, which tops most of the travel 
guides as a must-see. Get there at the 
crack of dawn for the frenetic tuna 
auctions, or rock up around 7am for the 
freshest sushi breakfast you'll ever eat. 
The ramen there is top notch too. We also 


visited the tranquil Hama Rikyu gardens, 
bordered by a cluster of skyscrapers. We 
stopped for green tea served by kimono- 
clad staff in a peaceful teahouse on the 
seawater ponds, before wandering on to 
see the Ghibli clock, the world's largest 
mechanically animated clock, designed by 
film director Hayao Miyazaki of Spirited 
Away and Howl's Moving Castle fame. 

We then hopped on a couple of trains 
to Shimokitazawa, an off-the-tourist-trail 
shopping hub with a touch of the 

Shoreditch about it, with its 
maze of quirky little 'hipster' 
boutiques and coffee shops. 

Other big draws include the 
imposing Meiji Shrine on the 
outskirts of Yoyogi Park, 
downtown Tokyo, set at the end 
of a peaceful tree-lined 
pedestrian avenue, and Sanja- 
sama shrine in Asakusa, flanked 
by busy market stalls selling 
souvenirs. We were guided by 
Izumi Hirano (arranged by our 
hotel), who also took us to 
Omotesando, a relatively new 
shopping district billed as 


Tokyo's Champs-Elysees, with some 
very impressive architecture. Stop for 
lunch at Heiroku, about half way up 
Omotesando, a bustling, good value 
kaiten (conveyor belt) sushi restaurant. 
Then hunt out Takeshita Street, which 
runs parallel to Omotesando to the 
north east - it's a mecca for Japan's 
teen culture and a real sight to behold. 

For more shopping, head to 
Shibuya for Harajuku Girl fashion, 
or for flagship stores by brands like 
Gucci, Chanel, Carolina Herrera, Apple 
and Sony, make for Ginza, where you'll 
also find Mitsukoshi, which is the 
Japanese equivalent of Selfridges. 

For an internationally minded hotel 
that's proud of its Japanese heritage, stay 
at the recently refurbished Palace Hotel 
Tokyo. Situated moat-side, adjacent to the 
Imperial Palace Gardens, it has beautiful 
views. The interior is understated luxury 
with delicate Japanese touches, and the 
cuisine is top notch, ranging from French 
to Chinese and, of course, Japanese. It 
also features Japan's first Evian Spa, so 
should the dreaded jet lag strike, send it 
packing with a steam and a massage.
